OCTOBER 25, 1888, Palissa discovered the asteroid 
No. 279, and since then and up to February 11, 1889, 
five others have been discovered, making the total to 
that date 284. These asteroids are baby worlds, and 
are supposed to be fragments of an exploded planet. 
Aggregated they would not more than equal the ‘one- 





known number, however, is likely to be greatly increased 
within « brief period, so that the total mass may be con- 
siderably greater. These little planets are all in that 
region between Mars and Jupiter, and near the close of 
the last century it was decided by astronomers that a 
planet would be found within that space. Twenty-four 
astronomers united in making diligent search for the 
supposed world, and yet none made such discovery. 
Finally Piazzi, of Palermo, January 1, 1801, discovered 
Ceres, and by 1807 three others were known. The fifth 
was not discovered until 1845, but before the end of 
1850 eleven were known, and since then each year has 
added trom one to twelve others. Their discovery proved 
the correctness of astronomics! principles, one their 
study is a matter of profoundest interest. 


OVERNMENT lands of a desirable character will 
soon cease to be asa fact. The growing population 
will have soon absorbed the waste territory into home- 
steads for cultivation. The change has been most rapid 
within the past twenty-five years. Annually the line of 
occupation, under the homestead law, has been pushing 
westward on an average of sixteen miles, a territory 
equal in size to Connecticut thereby being added to the 
cultivated domain. But the deserts and the mountains 
have been reached by the onward sweep, while here and 
there Indian reservations have been left behind. These 
reservations have in some instances embraced millions 


of fertile acres, and were serving no use whatever to the 
Indians to whom they were assigned. Why should 
they hold them in disuss when needed for cultivation? 
In answer to protests the Oklahoma region has been 
opened, and a territory cf 2,000,000 acres, ample for 
25,000 men, is about to be entered by 100,000 people. 
To enter it they have to cross from the north the Cher- 
okee Outlet of 8,000,000 acrea, neither used nor needed 
by the Indians. This region, too, should be opened 
speedily to settlement. 


HODE Island, by an emphatic voice, abolished the 
saloon by constitutional amendment. The liquor 
men are not satisfied with the abolition, their plea being 
that the restriction can not be enforced. The very men 
that so affirm, however, in a majority do not wish the 
law enforced, and have stood in the way of its enforce- 
ment. Now these men petition the Republican legisla. 
ture for a re-submission of the question. What right 
have law-breakers or law-nullifiers to make such a peti- 
tion? or, if they do, why should they be heard? Buta 
counter petition against re submission was also pre- 
sented. The last petition was by law-abiding citizens, 
and very much larger than the former. They are not 
heard, but the former are, and the re-submission is 
voted.

A SHORT SERMON. 
BY MUNSON. 
“Finally, my brethren, rejoice inthe Lord.’”’ Phil. 3:1. 


Some very good people are strangers to joy. They 
have a certain amount of goodness without happi- 
ness. They seem to have been born back to the 
sun and see a shadow before them all the time. 
This leads them to look on the dark side of every- 
thing. They are rarely pleased with anything, and 
in the midst of worldly prosperity they are looking 
for trouble. They expect to see hard times and 
even suffering. If the sun shines to-day they look 
for a storm to-morrow. They make themselves 
unhappy and disturb the peace and quiet of others 
by their constant grumbling and fault-finding. 
They have more religion than Christianity. They 
are under the law and not under grace. When 
they speak in meeting a chill is felt by the whole 
church. They are not quite good enough to keep 
in the church or bad enough to be expelled. They 
are like Ephraim—‘“‘a cake not turned.’’ 

The Christian ought always to “‘rejoice.”” If we 
carefully consider what has been done for us we 
shall ‘rejoice in the Lord.’’ Ourcause for rejoicing 
is very great. Think but for a moment what Jesus 
has done for us! 

1. Hedied to save us. It may seem strange to some 
people, but it is nevertheless true that our salva- 
tion is connected with the death of Jesus. The 
apostle says that ‘he tasted death for every man.”’ 
Again, ‘‘He bore our sins in his own body on the 
tree.”” Any religious creed with Christ left out is 
essentially defective. The death of Christ, as 
well as his life, enters into the foundation on 
which we build our hope of heaven. ‘Christ is all 
and in all,’’ and in this truth the converted soul 
‘rejoices in the Lord.’’ 

2. Jesus forgives our sins freely and fully. ‘He 
had power on earth to forgive sins.’? This power 
he received of his Father. He is ‘able to save to 
the utmost all that come to the, Father through 
him.”’ Our salvation is a free gift. It is “‘without 
money and without price.’’ Its value can not be 
expressed in dollars and cents. The wealth of the 
world can not purchase it. It is a free and full 
pardon—“Go and sin no more; thy sins are for- 
given thee.’”’ 

3. The Lord gives us work todo. Here is cause 
for rejoicing. An idle man is unhappy and will go 
into mischief. ‘The devil finds some mischief 
still for idle hands to do.’”’ Jesus says, “Go work 
in my vineyard.’’ The busy man will be the hap- 
piest man. The Christian who is all the time at 
work for the Lord will very rarely have the 
“‘blues.”” He will be cheerful and hopeful. He 
will “rejoice in the Lord,’”? knowing that “his 
labor will not be in vain in the Lord.” Any 
amount of work, short of the breaking down point, 
is better than idleness, and the Christian so under- 
stands it. 

4. He helps us do our work. ‘Without me ye 
can do nothing.’”’ ‘My grace is sufficient for you.”’ 
“Lo, Iam with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.’”’ The unseen hand of Jesus leads us. 
When we are weak in ourselves then we are strong 
in the Lord. Paul said, “I can do all things 
through Christ who strengtheneth me.’’ Jesus su- 
perintends the building of his church and helps the 
workman in the performance of duty. While en- 
gaged in our work he gives us a foretaste of heav- 
enly joy. David was led to exclaim, “Oh, taste 
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and see that the Lord is good!’’ This is the ex- 
perience of all earnest, active Christian men and 


women. 
5. He gives a full reward in the final settlement. 


It is the ‘‘good and faithful servant’’ that ‘‘enters 
into the joy of his Lord.’’ The good man receives 
“the eternal weight of glory.’? The earnest worker 
receives ‘‘everlasting life.’”’ It is not the rich man 
who lived in a splendid mansion on earth who will 
finally have ‘‘an house not made with hands, eter- 
nal in the heavens,’’ but the good man, though he 
be as poor as Lazarus, for ‘‘God is not a respecter of 
persons.’”?’ The beggar may be richer in heaven 
than an Astor, a Vanderbilt, ora Gould. It is not 
what we have, but what we are and the good we 
have done that will influence the Judge of all to 
say in the final day, ‘‘Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for ~— from 
the foundation of the world.”’ 

We know but little of the future, but the Bible 
assures that everything will be satisfactory. ‘‘Then 
shall I be satisfied when I awake in thy likeness.”’ 
There is no perfect satisfaction to the soul this side 
of heaven. Let us “‘rejoice in the Lord” because of 
what he has done and what he has promised to do 
for all his faithful tollowers. 

SE SS 
EDUOATION. 

[A paper read by Rev. G. C. Hill, and adopted by the 
Southern Ohio Christian Conference at the session of 
1888. Reported by the conference secretary.] 

The subject of education is fraught with a deep 
interest to all who have a just appreciation of its 
merits. It should be of interest to all within the 
pale of civilization, inasmuch as the happiness of 
all classes is connected with the subject of educa- 
tion. Intellectual endowments have been crowned 
with bays of honor from time immemorial. Men 
have worshiped at the shrine of intellect with an 
almost Eastern idolatry. The world at large has 
crowned intellect with richest honors. We hear 
the multitudes everywhere proclaiming the worth 
and power of the human intellect. Its brow has 
worn the loftiest plume; it has held the mightiest 
scepter of power, and sat upon the proudest throne. 
There can not be a grander theme to engro:s the at- 
tention of all classes than the subject which has to 
do with the training of the intellect. Education 
means development. Itis not simply instruction, 
facts, and rules, communicated by the teacher, but 
it is discipline, a waking up, a development of 
latent powers, a growth of the mind. It finds the 
mind passive; it trains it to think independently; 
it awakens its powers to observe, to reflect, to com- 
bine. It aims to bring into harmonious action all 
the powers of the mind; not, as some suppose, a 
cultivation of a few to the neglect of all the rest. 

Education should have reference to the whole 
man—the body, the mind, and the heart. Its ob- 
ject, and, when rightly conducted, its effect, is to 
make him a complete creature of his kind. It 
would give vigor, activity, and beauty to his body, 
virtue to his heart, and correctness and acuteness to 
his senses. The educated man is not the gladiator, 
nor the scholar, nor the upright man alone, but a 
well balanced combination of the three. If you 
mark the perfect man you must not look for him in 
the gymnasium, the university, or the Church 
alone, but you look for the healthful mind in the 
healthful body, with a virtuous heart. The being 
in whom you find this union is the only one worthy 
to be called educated. 

Education, strictly speaking, covers the whole 
period of life. It is the word which means all that 
God asks of us, all we owe the world or ourselves. 
It expresses the sum total of human duty. Nor is 
it confined to the present period of life. For aught 
we know education may continue in heaven (and I 

firmly believe it will), reason may continue to 
widen its powers, and deepen its sanctities. The 
affections may grow in beauty and fervor through 
innumerable ages. Mind may expand and intens- 
ify through eternity. Education is a work of prog- 
ress. It begins in life but has no end. Death does 
not terminate it. We learn the elements of things 
below; above, we will study their essence. We 
progress only by efforts. Whatever expands the 
affection or enlarges the sphere of our sympathies, 
whatever makes us feel our relation to the universe, 
to the great and beneficial cause of all, must un- 
questionably refine our nature and elevate us in the 
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seale of being. It requires extensive observation to 
enable us even partially to appreciate the wonder. 
ful extent to which all the faculties are developed 
by mental culture. Men are often like knives with 
many blades. They know how to open one and 
only one; the rest are buried in the handle, and from 
misuse become useless. Education is the knowl- 
edge of how to use the whole of one’s self. He ig 
educated who knows how to make a tool of every 
faculty, how to open it, how to keep it sharp, and 
how to apply it to all practical purposes. 
Education is of three parts: from nature, from 
man, and from things. The development of our 








faculties and organs is the education of nature;» 


that of man is the application we learn to make of 
this very developing; and that of things is the ex- 
perience we acquire in regard to different objects by 
which we are affected. The power of education ig 
shown in that it hath power to give to the youth 
resources that will endure as long as life endures; 
habits that time will ameliorate but not destroy, in 
that it renders sickness tolerable, solitude pleasant, 
age venerable, life more dignified and useful, and 


death less terrible. 
Education may be right or wrong, good or bad, 


Reason may grow strong in error and revel in falsi-. 
ties. The heart may grow in vice and the passions: 
expand in misrule. It has been wisely ordained; 
that light should have no color, water no taste, and! 
air no odor; so knowledge should be equally pure: 
and without admixture. If it comes to us through: 
the medium of prejudice, it will be discolored; 
through the channels of custom, it will be adulter- 
ated. It is not what a man eats but what he di- 
gests that makes him strong; not what he gains but 
what he saves that makes him rich; so it is not 
what a man reads or hears, but what he remembers 
and applies that makes him learned. 

We can not be too careful to have our education 
proceed in the right direction. It is almost as diffi- 
cult to unlearn our errors as to acquire knowledge, 
An eminent writer has said: ‘‘Error is more hope- 
less than ignorance, for error is always the more 
busy. Ignorance is a blank sheet on which we can 
write, but error is a scribbled one from which we 
must first erase. Ignorance is content to stand still 
without advancing towards wisdom, but error, 
more presumptuous, proceeds in the contrary diree- 
tion. Ignorance has no light to guide her, but error 
follows a false one.”” And when error retraces her 
footsteps she has a long distance to go before she is 
in as good condition for the acquiring of truth as ig- 
norance. We would not be understood as offering 
any excuse for ignorance in this day of schools and 
books; no, a thousand times no, for there is no ex- 
cuse for any man, especially any young man, as 
piring for the holy office of the ministry, disgracing 
his profession by ignorance, for the door of oppor- 
tunity is open all around him for obtaining knowl 
edge. But we can not be too careful to have our 
education proceed in the right direction, and a 
free as possible from error. And, believing that 
such an education may be had among the Chris 
tians, we would emphasize the necessity of sending 
our boys and girls to our own schools. If we ex- 
pect to succeed as a church we must look well to 
our schools and colleges, and see that they do not 
suffer for the want of money or students. 

Our people are more and more waking up to the 
cause of education among us. Our schools and col 
leges are prospering, and the future is brightening 
before us. These fountains of knowledge are open- 
ing wide their portals, and we must patronize them 
or die. Our prosperity in the future depends upon 
the cause of education, and if we expect to succesl 
we must educate. It is knowledge that has con 
verted the world from a desert abode of the savage 
men to the beautiful homes of civilization. What, 
at first sight, seems so insurmountable an obstade 
to the intercourse of nations as the ocean? 
knowledge has converted it into the best and most 
expeditious means by which they may supply their 
mutual wants, and carry on their intimate com 
munications. What so violent as steam, or so dé 
structive as fire? What so uncertain as the winds, 
or so uncontrollable as the wave?

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SAORAMENTAL REMARKS. 


BY T. M. M’WHINNEY, D. D. 
“'Phis do in remembranee of me.” Luke 22: 19. 


We have met to commemorate the suffering and 
death of Christ. Too often it has been the cus- 
tom, at the close of a long service, to hurriedly go 
through with this solemn sacrament. I trust that 
we shall not be guilty of such solemn mockery, 
but that all our singing, praying, speaking, and 
meditating shall be along the line of awfully solemn 
and mournful thought. If we would ‘‘eat discern- 
ing the Lord’s body,” our thoughts must not linger 
among these happy surroundings, but our imagina- 
tions must go back over the eighteen hundred cent- 
uries of sleeping dead to Calvary. If we would ex- 
perience a tithe of the sorrowful emotions which 
stirred the heart of the loving Redeemer, we must 
sympathetically think of the sorrow, shame, suffer- 
ing, and dreadful and cruel death that was just be- 
fore him. It was the night of blackness and un- 
utterable sorrow. It was the evening before the 
day of shame and awful suffering, the like of 
which the world never saw. The text invites us to 
this mournful meditation. 

1. It had been enough, seemingly, if Christ had 
said, This do in remembrance of me in my angel 
home. He had said to the disciples, ‘‘Before Abra- 
ham wasIam.’’ He had clearly taught them that 
before this world was he had lived in the country 
of the pure and the home of God. They had learn- 
ed from his sacred lips and life that for ages he had 
been with the Father, happy and rich in the home 
of heaven, and that he had willingly taken upon 
himself sorrow and poverty that they might be 
joyous and rich through endless ages. All this had 
been a sublime story, eminently worthy of being 
remembered for all time to come. 

2. With eminent propriety he might have said, 
This do in remembrance of me in the wonderful 
words which I have uttered. For three long and 
eventful years he had proclaimed a theology 
which had turned the religious world upside 
down. The fatherhood of God and the universal 
brotherhood of man were an inspiration to broth- 
erly kindness and civilization, such as selfish man 
had never experienced. While the world’s in- 
creased wisdom had only demonstrated a grow- 
ing polytheism, Christ had revealed by word, life, 
and spirit, God, duty, and destiny, so plainly that 
all the accumulated wisdom of the ages has not 
been able to shed a solitary new ray of light on any 

*of those sublime themes. It had been eminently 
proper for him who “spake as never man spake’’ 
to ask them to rivet their attention upon the ‘‘won- 
derful words he had uttered.”’ 

8. It had been pre-eminently fitting for him to 
have said, This do in remembrance of me as to the 
spotless life I have lived. The disciples had wit- 
nessed his honesty, truth, gentleness, and bound- 
less love until their minds were filled with the 
thought of a supernal presence. All the growing 
virtue of the nearly two thousand years of progress 
is still eclipsed by the superlative splendor of the 
magnificent life of that manliest man the world 
ever saw. Lived nearly two thousand years ago, 
and still more than ten thousand years in advance 
of our times! It had been seemingly enough for 
the Savior, before leaving them, to urge the neces- 
sity of remembering that spotless life to do as he 
had done. 

4. Lest they might forget the many manifesta- 
tions of his matchless power, how appropriate it 
had been for Jesus to have said, This do in remem- 
brance of me in the miracles I have performed. 
For three years they had traveled with their divine 
Master, through city, town, and country, to observe 
him opening the eyes of the blind, that darkness 
might be expelled; unstopping the ears of the deaf, 
that the music of heaven might come in; cleans- 

sing the leper, by the touch of his power and love, 
that he might be cleansed; raising the dead by the 
matchless power of his word, thus forever answer- 
ing the question, “If a man die, shall he live 
again?’’ 

5. Beyond this appalling sorrow, suffering, and 
death is the unspeakable glory of his resurrection, 
which, towering above all else, is worthy of being 
written with a pen of steel in lead forever. Soon 
that dead body will be taken down from the bleed- 
ing cross, and hidden away in the cut-out niche of 
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a solid rock. The great stone will be set in the 
mouth of the sepulcher, on which will be placed 
the seal of the mightiest nation on earth, which to 
touch means death. Sixty armed soldiers will 
stand guard, that there be no imposition. All this 
unheard-of painstaking, though executed by wick- 
ed men, was divinely supervised that the sublime 
fact of the resurrection of the world’s Redeemer 
might not be frittered away by the falsehood and 
treachery of man. On that third morning, the 
morning for which all other mornings had dawn- 
ed, we can readily imagine that the bright-winged 
messenger of heaven was joyously restless to go 
upon his earthly mission to roll away the stone, 
while his dreadful presence would strike terror to 
the heart and make helpless the hand of the armed 
soldiery. 

The fact of Christ’s resurrection from the dead 
was the electric touch that lit up the lights along 
the shores of immortality, and inspired the believ- 
ing heart with the blessed hope of an endless life in 
the home of the angels. I repeat that Christ’s pre- 
existent home in glory, his wonderful words, his 
spotless life, his matchless power, and above all 
his superlatively glorious resurrection, had been 
enough, seemingly, to call forth the memorable 
words, ‘This do in remembrance of me,’’ in the 
glory which has and will pass in beautiful review 
before your minds. But, beloved, there is a picture 
more dreadfully and awfully sublime yet to be seen. 


Firstly, this do in remembrance of me in the un- 
utterable sorrow of the garden. In tones of un- 
speakable sadness he might have said, A little 
along and I shall go out of this chamber into this 
dark, black night, beyond the brook, there alone to 
pray that this overwhelming cup of shame, suffer- 
ing, and death may pass without my drinking of 
it. One hour of mournful importunity will thus be 
spent, and another, and still another, until at the 
end of three hours the agony is so great that the 


! body, because of the sensitive soul of the agonizing 


Redeemer, sweats great drops of blood. 'This do in 
remembrance of my unutterable sorrow, and all 
that, too, that you might have unspeakable joy. 

Secondly, this do in remembrance of me, when, 
by the hand of a pretended friend, I shall be deliv- 
ered into the bloody hands of those who shall slay 
me. Oh, it is the evening of the dreadful night in 
which treachery, hypocrisy, mockery, and outlawry 
shall triumph over fidelity, frankness, goodness, 
and boundless love. It is the night of that appall- 
ing day when one mock trial shall be succeeded by 
one still more ridiculous. He is to be condemned 
to cruel death, and yet no fault found in him. 
And this satanic logic will be succeeded by forty 
lashes, and then upon this lacerated back of the 
world’s divine Teacher, Savior, and Redeemer, the 
cross must be borne until exhausted nature can 
bear it no further. 


Thirdly, this do in remembrance of me, while I 
hang bleeding on the cross. Beloved, while we 
gather about this table, which was first spread by 
Him whose dying groans shook the earth, let us go 
back in our thoughts over the nearly two thousand 
centuries of sleeping dead, and take our place with 
those who could hear the heart-rending sound of 
that dreadful hammer that drove those fearful 
nails through those hands, which had ever been 
wide open to acts of kindness and universal benevo- 
lence, and through those feet, which had ever been 
ready to run on errands of mercy to the poor and of 
love to all. Let us imagine the situation when that 
cross, with its sacred burden, was lifted up and let 
fall into the ground. At the shock, to that lacer- 
ated body with its bleeding hands and feet, the old 
earth was made to tremble, the sight was so fear- 
fully terrific that the sun veiled his face, and dark- 
ness prevailed for three dreadful hours. We shall 
better understand the height, depth, and breadth 
of the Father’s boundless love to our race, if only 
with the spiritual eye of faith we may this day be 
able to see Jesus, blessed Jesus, knowingly, will- 
ingly, hanging upon the bleeding cross, praying, 
“Father, forgive them; for they know not what 
they do,’’ and by one last and desperate dying 
effort he lovingly says, ‘‘It is finished.”” Can any 
in this large congregation to-day take in this scene 
of willing suffering and dying love, without being 
awed into holy thought, and moved to deeds of 
love to the Savior and good-will to mankind? 
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PRESIDENT’S PROOLAMATION. 


The following is a proclamation issued by the 
President of the United States of America: 


A PROCLAMATION, 


One hundred years have passed since the Govern. 
ment which our forefathers founded was formal} 
organized. At noon on the 30th day of April, sey. 
enteen hundred and eighty-nine, in the city of New 
York, in the presence of an assemblage of heroig 
men, "whose patriotic devotion had led the colonies 
to victory and independence, General George 
Washington took the oath of office as Chief Magis. 
trate of the new-born Republic. This impressive 
act was preceded at 9 o’clock in the morning in all] 
the churches of the city, by prayer for God’s bless. 
ing on the Government and its first President. 

The centennial of this illustrious event in our 
history has been declared a general holiday by an 
act of Congress to the end that the people of the 
whole country may join in commemorative exer. 
cises appropriate to the day. 

In order that the joy of the occasion may be ag- 
sociated with deep thankfulness in the minds of 
the people for all our blessings in the past, and de. 
vout supplication to God for their gracious continu- 
ance in the future, representatives of religious 
creeds, both Christian and Hebrew, have memo- 
rialized the Government to designate an hour for 
prayer and thanksgiving on that day. 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, President 
of the United States of America, in response to this 
pious and reasonable request, do recommend that 
on Tuesday, April 30th, at the hour of 9 o’clock in 
the morning, the people of the entire country repair 
to their respective places of divine worship, to im- 
plore the favor of God that the blessings of liberty, 
prosperity, and peace may abide with us as a peo- 
ple, and that his hand may lead us in the paths of 
righteousness and good deeds. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand, and -caused the seal of the United States of 
America to be affixed. 

Done in the city of Washington, this 4th day of 
April, in the year of our Lord one thcusand eight 
hundred and eighty-nine, and of the independence 
of the United States the one hundred and thir- 
teenth.

There 
will be a gable on each side of the tower. It will, 
indeed, be an imposing structure and an honor to 
the Christian Church under the blessings of 
Alnighty God.

The 
temple proper was a wonderful building. Taking 
in its foundations, courts, and everything connected 
with it, forming as a whole what is denominated as 
the temple, it had extent, massiveness, and orna- 
ment that struck the beholder as something extra- 
ordinary, and filled the mind with its grandeur. 

Every Jew was proud of the temple. Even 
these humble followers of Jesus, these peasants of 
Galilee, had the common feeling of the nation. 
They looked upon the whole temple with highest 
admiration. It was their religious center. All the 
religious feelings were aroused, as well as national 
pride. To them it was pre-eminently the house of 
Jehovah. So they exultingly exclaim, What man- 
ner of stones! What buildings! Everything was 
vast; everything elaborate; everything beautiful, 
and thus grandly impressive. ~ 

Then Jesus makes known to them an item of 
future history they little thought of. All of these 
stones shall be removed, The buildings, the walls, 
the colonnades, shall all be thrown down. Even 
these massive stones that constitute the foundation 
shall be torn up. The desolation shall be complete. 
This statement of Jesus must have shocked them in 


— | their then admiring frame of mind, and must have 


greatly affected them. They come out of the 
temple; cross the valley of Kidron, and ascend the 
Mount of Olives. At an elevation overlooking the 
city, they stop to rest, and sit down facing the city. 
Four of the disciples are named as wishing further 
communication concerning this declared tragedy. 
Tell us the signs. When shall this occur? How 
anxious we are for exact dates! 

It is this in part that has given credibility to 
many delusions. I remember 1843, and the excite- 
ment prevailing in regard to the coming of Christ. 
It was an intensely religious delusion. One hardly 
dared to doubt it. Its most ardent advocates were 
religiously conscientious people. Prophetic dates 
are extremely doubtful things. God does not make 
known the exact points of time. There isa mystery 
about figures where they are named which makes 
them almost symbolic. 

Jesus replied by naming signs which had no fixed 
point of time. These signs applied to them. They 
are fully stated by the Lord Jesus. Did the dis- 
ciples understand them? We hardly do. There is 
indistinctness to our minds in their application. In 
what proved to be but forty intervening years, 
many remarkable events would transpire. The 
Jewish people would be wrought up to a pitch of 
expectation concerning the coming of the Messiah 
which would develop many impostors. There would 
be contests between nations. There would be con- 
vulsions in nature. There would be the ravages of 
pestilence. 

Jesus does not touch upon the internecine strifes 
that should especially take place at Jerusalem—how 
the nation should, as it were, eat itself up; but he 
does enlarge upon the persecutions his disciples 
should be called upon to suffer. The feeling of the 
fanatic Jew, and in this time of commotion the 
whole nation seemed to be seized with a wild 
fanaticism, would be that of intense hatred toward 
the disciples of Jesus. 

The descriptive language of Jesus is wide, and 
most likely takes in the general treatment of Chris- 
tians in all parts of the world at that early history 





of the Church. Heroic endurance secured salva- 
tion. In some instances it would be the saving of 
this present life; in every instance the final saving 
of the everlasting life. The hatred would be uni- 
versal by both Jew and heathen people; the salva- 
tion would be complete. 

Christian fortitude is a noble feature of character. 
Endurance is as much a necessity now as then. 
‘*Hold that fast which thou hast, that no one take 
thy crown.”

The unusually attendance at the funeral at- 
tested the esteem in which the deceased was held. 
The church was thronged, and many could not gain 
admittance. The funeral services were v im- 
ressive. The Rev. D. I. Patnam, of South Wes- 
rlo, Albany County, read the ninetieth Psalm. 
Rev. C. L. Jackson, of Albany, then read a of 
the twentieth chapter of Acts, after which Mr. 
Jackson made a very touching prayer. The hymn, 
‘*Asleep in Jesus, Blessed Sleep,’”’ was then sung, 
after which Rev. Mr. Jackson preached a very elo- 
quent and impressive sermon from II. P Ff 
13-15, and eulogized the deceased gentleman in a 
befitting manner, during which large numbers of 
the congregation were audibly affected. The de- 
ceased was a member of the Masonic Lodge of this 
place and also a member of Good Templars a 
and at the time of his death was chaplain of the 
Montgomery County Lodge of Templars, 
which lodges attended the funeral in bodies. 

The floral tributes were beautiful and numerous, 
including a beautiful pillow from the congrega- 
tion, upon which were the words, ‘‘Our Pastor;” a 
handsome crown, an offering from the young oo. 
ple of the church; a lovely pillow from the 
Templars, upon which were the initials ‘‘I. O. G. 
T.;’’ a cross, and a profusion of cut flowers. 

At the close of the services the remains were con- 
veyed to the West Shore Depot at 12:56, and taken 
to his home in Greenville, Greene County, where 
the funeral services will again be held to-day, and 
where his aged mother, who could not get here, re- 
sides The bereaved widow has the deepest, heart- 
felt sympathv of all in this place, in this, her sad 
and heavy affliction. Following is a brief bi 
phy of Mr. Carr’s life since he entered the min : 

Rev. G. A. Carr died March 24, 1889, 42 
years, . — on = aid him - pre- 
paring for the work of the pel m e en- 
tered the Christian Biblical en ttate at Eeanford. 
ville, Dutchess County, in December, 1880, where 
he remained for two years. At the close of his 
studies he preached occasionally as a supply, until 
April 1, 1883, when he accepted a call to the Kirk- 
wood and Riverside churches in Broome County. 
Here he remained three years, doing most excel- 
lent work for the church, and was most highly 
esteemed by all. In the first year of his pastorate 
and on call of the churches he was ordained to the 
work of the Gospel ministry. Ordaining commit- 
tee, Revs. Warren Hathaway, D. I. Putnam, M. 
W. Borthwick, and H. Brown. His next pastor- 
ate was at Quaker Street, Schenectady County, N. 
Y., and continued two years. Here work was 
signally blessed, between fifty and sixty persons 
uniting with the church. 

At the close of his labors at Quaker Street, he 
came to St. Johnsville. After one brief year death 
closed his wonderfully successful pastorate here. 
As the result of his labors over eighty have united 
with the church, and others are expecting to be- 
come members soon. He was an earnest and un- 
tiring worker, a devoted Christian, a friend to all, 
and especially kind to the poor and those in dis- 
tress. He was gentlemanly and courteous to all 
and those who knew him best esteemed and loved 
him most. Besides his wife he leaves an 
mother and a brother, who, with numerous 
relatives and friends, mourn bitterly their 
ble loss. The loss will be severely felt not only by 
the churches of which he has been pastor, but also 
by the New Yorx Eastern Christian Conference, of 
which he was an active and honored member.—<Sel.

THE OENTENNIAL OF THE PRESIDENOY. 

With the thirtieth of April we have had one 
hundred years of Presidential rule. George Wash- 
ington was inaugurated as the first President of the 
United States April 30, 1789, in the city of New 
York. It is proposed to celebrate this anniversary 
in a befitting manner, both in New York and in all 
the principal cities of the land. In the city, the 
celebration will be deeply interesting, and as nearly 
as possible after the manner of the program of the 
first inaugural ceremonies. President Harrison 
will be received with much demonstration, and 
after a banquet in which a china service used by 
Washington will figure, the children of the schools 
will sing him a song of. welcome at the City Hall 
and strew his path with flowers. He will then at- 
tend a thirty minutes’ service at St. Paul’s Church, 
after which the ceremonies pr »per will begin at the 
sub treasury building. Prayer will be offered by 
Rev. Richard L. Storrs, followed by an oration by 
Chauncey M. Depew, a poem by Whittier, an ad- 
dress by the President, and benediction by Cardinal 
Gibbons. The speakers will stand upon the very 
stone on which Washington stood when he de- 
livered his address and took his oath of office. 

An immense parade is a part of the order of the 
day, which will be reviewed by the President and 
other distinguished guests. 

By proclamation of the President, all religious 
bodies are requested to meet in their various places 
of worship at nine o’clock of. the day and render 
thanksgiving to God for the blessings attending the 
first one hundred years of our Presidential rule, 
and it is to be hoped that such gatherings may be 
general throughout the Nation. 

With President Harrison the Nation has had 
twenty-three presidents in the first one hundred 
years. Of these men seven have been re-elected to 
the Presidency; namely, Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison, Monroe, Jackson, Lincoln, and Grant. 
Five of the first seven served for a period of forty 
years, or two-fifths of the full period of the Pres- 
idency. For the last fifty-two years only two men 
have been re-elected to office, and it is quite proba- 
ble that we have seen our last re-elected or second- 
term President. Four years is long enough for one 
man to bear the tremendous weight of responsi- 
bility that rests upon the office, and, besides, the 
honors of the office deserve to pass to the worthy 
sons of the land. 

Of the: incumbents of the office, four have died 
during their term of service; namely, Harrison, 
Taylor, Lincoln, and Garfield. William Henry 
Harrison, the grandfather of the President, was the 
first to die in office, and his term of service covered 
only a period of one month. Taylor served about 
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one year, Lincoln six weeks of his second term, J.

Difficulties of a very trying nature have annoy- 
ed and even threatened the very existence of the 
Christian Mission, organized by Rev. Robert Har- 
ris at Urbana, Illinois, a few years ago, and yet by 
the blessing of God and the indefatigable labors of 
such noble Christian workers as Revs. Robert Har- 
ris and George W. Draper, the cause has prospered. 
The services of the Mission are still being held in 
the little hall where, for more than two years, those 
who were determined to stand identified with the 
Mission alone have been found willing to endure 
the inconvenience and struggle on. But the time 
has come when, in the providence of God, and by 
earnest co-operation of the brotherhood, a good 
location, convenient audience-room, and much 
prighter prospects may be secured for the First 
Christian Church of Urbana, Illinois. Within the 
last two weeks a very desirable lot has been deeded 
to the trustees of the Urbana Christian Church,

The lot and brick thus freely donated to the cause 
are the gifts of a member of the Christian Church 
who possesses no home of his own, and but little 
ese in this world beyond the location thus given to 
the Mission.

We have just returned from 
the city of Urbana where we made a personal can- 
vass of the field.

Though non-resident and poor in this 
world’s goods, we have personally given to this 
cause to the extent of more than $100, and therefore 
feel that we can make this appeal to the generous 
Christian brotherhood to send in donations, that 
this cause may not languish for want of that which 
we can very well give.

The 
most happy, hopeful, useful, and growing Christians 
will always be found ready to respond to every call 
of duty, rich or poor. We seriously fear the ‘‘true 
riches” are withheld on account of ‘‘unfaithfulness 
in the unrighteous mammon.”’

ANTIOOH OOLLEGE NOTES. 

A matter of very great importance, not only to 
Antioch College, Yellow Springs, ahd vicinity, but 
also to the whole Christian denomination, is the 
passage by the late Ohio Legislature of the. Barrett 
Senate Bill which prohibits the sale of intoxicating 
liquors and the keeping of houses of ill-fame within 
two miles of Antioch College and Wilberforce Uni- 
versity, both in Greene County, Ohio. This is 
largely due to the efforts ot President D. A. Long 
and Prof. A. E. Dancan, who visited the legislature 
and worked for its passage. Oberlin College, at 
Oberlin, Ohio, has had a similar law for a number 
of years. The keeping of saloons is now and hence- 
forth unlawful at Yellow Springs. Parents who 
are contemplating sending children away to college 
will please notice this fact. The truth is, moreover, 
that public sentimenf will doubtless sustain the 
law. Before the enactment of the special law the 
temperance people, at the spring election, regard- 
less of party, held a mass meeting, and a tem- 
perance ticket for the council was put into the 
field. After a short but exciting campaign a tem- 
perance council was elected. This shows the pre- 
vailing sentiment of the people. However, the 
special act will render unnecessary any municipal 
legislation. It is a quiet but great victory for Yel- 
low Springs. It has been desired for a long time. 
It is to be hoped that the moral ‘“‘backbone’’ of the 
community will show strength enough to secure the 
perpetual enforcement of the law.

PHILIP H. WINEGAR. 

The name of this dear brother also must be added 
to the list of the grand, true, and representative 
Christian men who have been lately taken from our 
ranks, and so suddenly, too. 

He wa; stricken with apoplexy on March 15th 
and died the 16th, and on the 19th his b dily form 
was tenderly laid away to rest. 

Bro. Winegar was born in Dutchess County, N. 
Y., in the year 1816, but lived the larger part of his 
life in western New York, and within the bounds 
of the New York Western Christian Conference. 
He was the clerk of that conference for many 
years. We always expected to see him at its an- 
nual sessions, to have him upon one or more of its 
most important committees, and aithough nota 
man of many words, we always expected in our 
business meetings to hear from him some words of 
wisdom, courage, and of inspiration to Christian 
work, and in the devotional meetings words of 
faith, hope, and love; and we were not disap- 
pointed. For the more than forty years that I 
have been a member of that body, I have looked 
upon Bro. Winegar as being one of its few most 
permanent and important fixtures, as one of the 
few lay members of its churches who took into 
their thoughts and hearts, as fully as a minister, the 
true work and the necessities of the body at large 
as a whole. Being of a noble, manly spirit himself, 
he loved noble, truthful, earnest manhood. For at 
least a half of a century he was a fast friend and 
admirer of Rev. J. D. Childs, who, as a matter of 
course, officiated at his funeral. 

He died as he lived—a Christian—at his home in 
the town of Elba, Genesee County, N. Y. Being by 
trade a carpenter and joiner, he built a number of 
church edifices, but in a grander sense he was a 
wise church-builder. The Christian Church at 
North Pembroke, N. Y., where he was long a mem- 
ber, will keenly feel their loss, and his beloved 
wife and daughter must mourn, but in the full as- 
surance of faith and hope. 

Bro. Winegar’s Christianity was of a peculiar 
type. He was nota Christian because Jesus had 
bought his salvation of the Father by the shedding 
of his own blood on the cross, nor because he ex- 
pected that by the observance of ordinances and by 
good works he would gain a heavenly home; but 
he was a Christian because he had been taught of 
Jesus, and had learned of him, of his spirit, and of 
his life—of his trustful love to his Father and his 
God in giving himself, yea, his very self—wisdom, 
power, love, and holiness to men, that men might 
be saved. That spirit, that life in the Son of God 
charmed him, drew him to himself and to God. 
He drank of it, ate of it, feasted on it; to him it 
was glory, salvation, eternal life. He sought no 
legal, diplomatic salvation. He would see Jesus 

_ the Christ, the image of God revealed to men. It 
was this he sought and gained a3 his joy, glory, and 
salvation, and, gaining this—partaking of Jesus the 
Christ, of course his works were good works, his 
life was Christian, he had the hopeful, peaceful, 
trustful spirit of Jesus—he was saved by the Son 
of God. I would that more such were in the 
churches and in the world.
